Wheat Breeding 
Involves Co-operation 

The breeding of wheat varieties 
which are resistant to disease re¬ 
quires the knowledge and facili¬ 
ties of plant breeders and patholo¬ 
gists, not only in Canada but ii\ 
various parts of the world. This 
co-operation began as individuals 
and institutions exchanged 
material and information. These 
exchanges pro now made on an 
organized basis to serve a number 
of countries and institutions. < 

Most ol the wheat breeding 
work in Canada is carried out by 
the Canada Department of Agri¬ 
culture, together with the Univer¬ 
sities and Colleges. There are 
several large wheat breeding pro¬ 
jects organized wjthln regions such 
as the rust area of Manitoba ami 
Eastern Saskatchewan, the prairie 
region of Western Saskatchewan 
and Southern Alberta, and the 
early wheat area which consists of 
northern crop areas of Alberta and 
Saskatchewan. Wheat breeders, 
geneticists and cytoiogists from 
the Experimental Farms Service 
and plant pathologists, entomolo¬ 
gists, physiologists and others from 
Science Service co-operate with 
these projects in both fudamental 
and applied research. 

The co-ordinating system used 
in the international field is some¬ 
what similar in operation to re¬ 
gional co-operation within Canada. 
International conferences of rust 
investigators are held at regular 
intervals and are attended by 
wheat breeders, pathologists, 
physiologists and other specialists 
from North American and South 
America countries. 

The World Collection of Wheats 
and the International Rust 
Nursery are good examples of con¬ 
tinuing international co-operation. 
The various countries concerned 
have contributed wheat samples for 
a large master collection which 
now numbers 15,000 varieties of 
wheat. This collection is main¬ 
tained by the Bureau of Plant In¬ 
dustry of the United States De¬ 
partment of Agriculture at Bells-

Breeding 
material submitted by other coun¬ 
tries are included in these 
nurseries and rust reactions are 
reported. Samples of rust resistant 
varieties and hybrids are freely 
supplied to plant breeding institu¬ 
tions in other countries.

District Agriculturist 

Parkland Barley 

During the last few weeks there 
has —been considerable m interest 
shown by farmers in Parkland 
barley. This interest was no doubt 
aroused by the announcement, 
from the Canada Department, of 
Agriculture, Cereal Seed Oftiee in 
Winnipeg, in connection witn Jhe 
distribution of seed of this variety 
to farmers of the three Prairie 
Provinces. 

Parkland is a now malting bar- 
ey developed at the Experimental 
Farm at Brandon, Man. It is a 
six-row smooth a w n e d variety 
which is equal in malting quality 
to O.A.C. , 21. Yields of Parkland 
in Southed Alberta have been 
generally less than those of Van¬ 
tage and Canipana. On the dark 
brown soils it appears to yield 
slightly less than Vantage. Park¬ 
land is rather susceptible to shat¬ 
tering, and is therefore not suit¬ 
able for straight combining. 

Last summer excellent yields 
were obtained in the increase 
fields. It was grown on 131 private 
farms in the Prairie Province, 
which were owned by Selected seed 
growers. The rate of seeding was 
usually one bushel per acre or 
less, although when seeded as a 
row crop the rate was as low as 
eight pounds i>er acre. Stands were 
excellent, and field after field 
was estimated to yield 55 to 60 
bushels per acre. Total production 
available for distribution should be 
somewhere in the neighborhood of 
200,000 bushels. 

On November 23, we received 
notice that the estimated total of 
Parkland barley had been spoken 
for, and therefore no guarantee 
could be given that any more 
orders could be filled. However the 
estimate of the total supply was 
conservative and it is possible that 
further stocks may "become avail¬ 


able for sale to farmers. In view 
of this the Cereal Seeds Office of 
the Canada Department of Agri¬ 
culture are still accepting in¬ 
dividual applications In the hope 
that they may be able to fill them 
at a later date.
